In this interim period 
they can

The Taft-Hartley

August 22. 
After that date, the 
union would be subject to the 60-day 
cooling-off period. 
Checking Contract 
Because of its widespread reper­ 
cussions in industry, Sea. Joseph H. 
Ball of Minnesota has focused ills 
inquisitorial eye on the Lewis con­ 
tract. 
Ball is chairman of the joint 
Senate-House committee named to 
oversee the operation of the Tait- 
Hartley Law. 
Before he left on a 
b’uei vacation. 
Ball told associates 
that one of his first aims on re­ 
turning would be to investigate the

Lewis 
signed with the coal operators. 
Sen. Robert A. Taft and Rep. Fred 
A. Hartley disagreed on that con­ 
tract. 
Hartley said it violated the 
law. 
Taft said it didn’t. 
Bull, one

drive for restrictive labor legislation, 
is said to lean to Hartleys view.'

He explained that landlords and 
tenants, in order to prevent rejec­ 
tion of leases because of objection­ 
able clauses in the forms, may take 
one of two steiis 
1. They may delete the objection­ 
able clauses from eacn of the three 
copies of the lease, and initial the 
deletions.

They may insert 
a 
“saving 
clause” at 
the end of all three 
copies of the lease, such as: “The 
parties agree th a t any provisions in 
the lease which arc contrary to the 
Housing and Rent Act of 1947 or the 
Regulations issued pursuant thereto 
by the Housing Expediter, shall be 
null and void and the rem aining 
provisions of the lease shall not be 
a lien e d thereby.”
